THE HEROISM OF ‘A VIENNA PHY- 
SICLAN. 

“I doubt whether the entire history 
of the world affords a more remark- 
able example of personal heroism than 
was exhibited by Dr. Franz Mueller of 
Vienna, who fell a victim to the dis- 
ease when it was first under bacterio- 
logical investigation in that city, in 
1897. Dr. Muelier contracted the mal- 
ady from the bacilliin ‘culture tubes’ 
and when he became certain that he 
yas infected he immediately locked 
himself in an isolated room and’ post- 
ed @ message on the window pane, 
reading thus: 

“*L am suffering from plague. Please 
do mot send a doctor to me, as, in 
any event, my end will come in four 
or five days.’

To face over 600 diseases to which 
the flesh of frail humanity is heir, 
is the unpleasant prospect which stares 
in the face the human %eing who is 
about to enter the twentieth century. 
These, according te the testimony of 
a well known physician, include only’ 
diseases as such, and no injuries, 
growths and accidents which require 
surgical attention, and yet may pro- 
perly be included among the ills of 
flesh. 

Te go into the realm of surgery, with 
its growths, fractures, dislocations, 
wounds, would mare than double the 
Humber of diseases. Indeed, the mul- 
tiplication would be almost eudiess, as 
each particular break of a bone, each 
wound of a bullet, or each contusion 
of am accident would be counted a sep- 
What with tropicai dan- 
gers and wur risks of soldiers in dis- 
tant lands, the chance would seem to 
be largely increased in some. form or 
other. 

A ray of hope is held out, however, 
in the fact that there is escape from 
manyvof these diseases for a large 
number of the country’s inhabitants, 
as is evidenced by the inoreasing popu- 
lation, in spite of the large array of 
maladies. 

Outside of the zymotic diseases or 
those caused by the reproduction with-) 
in the body of living garms, intro-| 
duced from without, physicians say’ 
that, after all, the other diseases are 
merely forms of inflammation. This 
one form of intlammation of the 
mucous lining of the throat will pro-| 
duce a simple sore throat while another | 
form of inflammation of the same Lis-| 
sues will cause a deadly case of diph-| 
theria. Thus, too, an inflammation of | 
the membranes lining the interior of | 
the lungs will be called pneumonia, | 
while another form of inflammation | 
of the membrane covering the lung is) 
called pleurisy.. So it goes through | 
various tissues and organs of the body, 


each having a veriety of forms of :n-| 
flammation, par’ icularized ‘as diseases 
which are kaowa by this or that name, 
’ Diseases, like fashions, change with 
‘the seasons, some being more preve-| 
‘lent in one month of the year than 
‘in another, although there is no hard 
and fast rule to confine them to a par- 
ticular season. Under the proper pro- 
vocation a person may have a cold in 
the head in midsummer, as well as in 
winter. -There is less change from 
year to year thaa in fashions. 

The multiplication of temedies bas 
more than kept pace with the growth 
in the number of diseases. All the coal 
tar products were uoknown, but e few 
years ago. Chemists and maufactur- 
ers are now busy and allow scarcely 


ia week to go by without putting on 


the market anew remedy for which 
some special curative funotions are 
claimed. i 

The medical colleges, too, are turn- 
ing out hundreds of graduates every 
year who are taking up the fight 
against disease, adding their investi- 
gations and deductions to the work 
that has gone before. Hygiene and diet- 
etics are being given myore attention 
im the field of preventive medicine, in 
order to build up the human system 
so that it will resist the single combin- 
ef assaulis of its disease enemies. So 
the fight goes on against the 600 odd 
diseases.

HOW TO RAISE PANSIES. 

There is probably not a child who 
does not love the pansy, and the ma- 
jority of grown people regard it 
with much favor.

The one great reason for its 
popularity is the ease with which it 
may be grown, and the plenteous re- 
turns it gives for the care spent upon 
it.

The pain of neuralgia is usually very

The character of the pain serves to 
distinguish neuralgia frum so-called 
muscular rheumativm, the pam of 
which is @ steady, dull ache rather 
than a sharp, boring and paroxysmal 
agony. 

There ie a curious form of noural- 
gia which is called “reminiscent.” It 
ocours in persxajs, usually: of a ner- 
vous type, who have suffered from 
nerve-piin, due to inflammation,. the 
preawure of a tumor, or some other 
removable cause, and in whom the 
pain persists after the cause has been 
removed. The serve seems to have ac- 
quired a habit of burting, which con- 
tinues independently of the original 
cause. 

The treatment of neuralgia is often 
most difficult and satisfactory, for if 
the cause cannot be determined the 
physician must work at’ random. 
first step must be to relieve the pain 
during an attack, which is often pos- 
sible only by means of powerful ano- 
dynes.

CULTURE OF VIOLETS. 


Violets to be successful must be 
grown entirely from outtings. Young |* 
offshoots taken early in the spring | 
give the most satisfactory results. In} 
some cases the old plants are allowed | 
to remain year after year, but this is 
ansatisfactory, as each year's crop 
shows a decrease in the number and 
size of the flowers. The best results 


are obtained by replanting every year.’ 
A start should be made every spring 
with young offshoots, baby plants, 
planted in small boxes. As soon as 
they make good roots they should Le 
tramsplanted direcily to where they 
are to stand all summer. It is at this 
time that they should be carefully 
watched. Dead leavee and runners 
should be taken off and the plant made) 
to contract, each forming a bushy | 
crown. By Sept. 15, if properly treat-| 
ed, these plants should cover the en-! 
tire ground. By Oct. 1, they begin | 
to blossom. At first the flowers are 
very smull amd consequently of lit- 
tle or no value and are thrown away.’ 
By Oct. 15, they are sufficiently large, ' 
however, to send to market. 


CUTTING FORELOCES. 


The foolish and expensive habit of | 
cutting forelocks is becoming a great) 
nuisance. It is foolish because it does 
not add to the looks of the horse, and! 
expensive because it detracts at least | 
$25 from the value of the horse. A, 
large number of the best horses in 
this country, are bought for export! 
and there can be no greater “crab” 
for a good export horse than to have! 
fia forelock cut off. Country dealers) 
in many cases have this done them- 
selves, and the young man in the coun-, 
try who wants to take his girl out) 
thinks that this is one of the necessi- 
ties. This practice should be stopped, 
and dealers who buy in the country 
should try to educate the people to the 
fact that this ruins the sale of the 
herse. This can only be done in ,one 
way, and that is to buy the horse for | 
less momey, as he brings less on the) 
market with his forelock off, and if 
the producer finds he cannot sell his! 
horsea to advantage afier their fore-| 
locks have been trimmed, he will very 
soon quit this nuisance. 


THE FOWLS IN WINTER. 


Keep your nesting and scratching 
material and your bathing dust per-| 
fectly dry. Supply fresh material as 
soon as needed. Have the dust box 
wide and deep enough. 

Put all table scraps, vegetable par- 
ings, meat scrapa, ¢te., in a kettle, place 


on the stove, while cooking supper with 
enough water or broth to keep from 
burning. Leave on the stove until | 
rather warm in the morning, thicken | 
with wheat bran until it is crumbly, | 
then feed im troughs. Give all they 
will eat up quickly, then set them to 
seratching for grain that has been 
raked into their litter. 

Give milk or water to them warm 

Pepper is a good thing for laying 
hens if fed judiciously ; too much will 
result in harm. 

If mo other way presents itself, buy 
rabbits of your neighbor's boys and 
chop them fine with the ax, after re- 
moving skin and entrails.

I find the time flies 
quickly, now we are continually on 
watch for an attack from the enemy 
we all have to take turns in 
watches, both day and night, and we 
are being reinforced continually as well. 
This morning the New Zealand 
Mounted Infantry iment came in 
from Orange River, and we have the 
Cornwall iment and the mounted 
Fuseliers also the Remington Scouts 
with us, so that 1 do pity any enemy 
that may appear. enemy is 
gathered, about 24,00 strong, at a 
eighteen miles from here. and the Brit- 
ish, led by Lord Methuen, are also 
camped near them, being about 15,000 
strong, and they are waiting for rein- 
forcements which are daily coming 
through on the Cape Government rail- 
way. I hear that the enemy have got 
such a good position that the British 
find it almost impossible to dislodge 
them, so they are making under ground 
passages in the hope of blowing them 
up. and we will be sent on soon to take 
apartinit. We have just buried two 
of our regiment here, and I helped to 
bury over 18 of the enemy which were 
left unburied in their hasty re- 
treat on November 24th, after a six 
hours battle. This will not last much 
longer and I believe we wil! be al] home 
by next spring. I had a queer Christ- 
nas, my first in such a warm climate, 
it did not seem like Christmas, but that 
each man of us had a plum pudding 
issued to us, done up in tin cans and 
sent here e<peciaily by the Queen's 
wishes with a cablegram wishing us 
God speed, a merry Christmas and o 
successful campaign, Two of our 
“yams got pum puddings front home 
and they shared up so it went well, we 
had meetings, Christmas Day, of the 
Methodist kind. We also have 
service eyery Sunday. We. haye 
some terrible sand blizzards, last- 
ing from au hour to two hours, and we 
have to drop flat ‘on the ground to be 
safe, and our cooks give us lots of sand.

BACTERIA IN PLANTS. 


Disease producing . bacteria affect 
not alone animal life but plant tissues 
as well. So far as general principles 
are concerned, the lawa apply to the 
plant parasites as well as the animal. 
The vegetable kingdom is less sus- 
ceptible to the inroads of bacterial 
enemies. The majority of bacteria 
prefer an alkaline to an acid fluid in 
whick to grow, and, inasmuch as plant 
juices are generally acidulous, they do 
not favor the growth of bacteria in 
general. A considerable number can, 
however, thrive in acid media, and we 
find that the plant parasites belong 
asa rule, to thisclass. A much more

Now, down | 
toward the red are the heat rays; while} 
the chemical rays, such as those which | 

affect photographic plates, are in the yio- 

let and Its neighborhood. These chemical 

rays of the riolet and bine are the ones |} 
that kill bacteria, and in the instruments 

devised by Dr. Finsen for this purpose 

they are separated out and fired at the 

disease germs in the skin. He calls them 

“bactericidal rays,” and in applying them 

to a patient he concentrates them by 

means presently to be described. * 

Dr, Fingen’s first experiments were 
made with the so called bacillus prodigio- 
sus, which is a remarkably interesting 
kind of germ. 

Dr. Finsen took some of these bucilll 
that were growing in a sterilized prepa- 
ration of Japanese fish glue and spread 
the latter thinly between two sheets of 
glass. Thus he made what is called a 
“plate culture” and exposed it to the dl- 
rect rays of the sun. In an hour dnd a 
half all of the germs, each one capable 
of producing a full blown miratle, were 
dead, but it waa obvious that the action 
was too slow and weak. Otherwise it 
might be expected that some forms of 
baldness and all bacterial troubles 
would cure themselves in sumbler simply 
through exposure to sunshine. It having 
been ascertained that the blue and violet 
rays were the ones that did the business, |

out of. the sunbeam and concentrate them 
upon the bald or otherwise diseased areas 
of the seufferer’s cuticle. Means were 
found for making this chemical beam 
very powerful, 

Another fact ascertained had reference 
to the power of these violet and blue rays 
to penetrate thé’ skin, a most important 
point, inasmuch as the disease making or 
baldness producing germs do not lie on 
the surface, but are buried at a greater 
or less depth in the cuticle. To get at 
them and kill them the rays must pierce 
the tissue. This matter was satisfactori- 
ly determined by a series of experiments 
with dogs and pe neath whose skin 
were inserted seal glass tubes iled 
with muriate of silver. Some of the ani-
